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WEST POINT SAFETY SUPPLY ROOM 

STANDARD OPERATING PROCEDURE (SOP) 
 
1.  PURPOSE:  This SOP has been developed to provide standard procedures for the 

operation of the facility known as the West Point Safety Supply Room. 
 
2.  SCOPE:  This SOP is limited to the operation of the West Point Safety Supply Room. 
 

3.  APPLICABILITY: This SOP applies to all U.S. Army Garrison West Point military 
personnel, civilian employees, and visitors on official business.  Tenant activities outside the 
Garrison organization may no longer patronize the Safety Supply Room, due to reduced 

operations and funding.  The Safety Supply Room does not provide safety supplies to Cadets, 
contractors, residents, dependents or visitors not on official business. 

 

4.  The intent of the West Point Safety Supply Room is to: 
 
     a.  Improve employee safety and health by increasing the availability of personal protective 

equipment and other safety items as required by the Army, the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA), and other consensus organizations or standards. 
 

     b.  Ensure that the appropriate personal protective equipment and safety supplies are 
provided to Garrison and tenant employees for the hazards present in their workplaces. 
 
     c.  Provide a venue for employees and supervisors to discuss safety needs at their 

workplaces with safety professionals. 
 
     d.  Reduce the administrative burdens and costs of obtaining personal protective 

equipment and safety supplies by individual organizations. 

 
     e.  Reduce the lifecycle cost of safety supplies through improved inventory management 

practices. 
 
5.  Operations: 

 
     a.  Location.  The Safety Supply Room is located in the Safety Office on the 5th floor of 
Building 667A. 
 

     b.  Operating Hours.  The Safety Supply Room is open from 0800 through 1600 Monday 
through Friday.

6. Safety Supply Room Catalog: 

 

     a.  The Safety Supply Room catalog is published and maintained by the Safety Office.  

The catalog is available at the Safety Office. 
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     b.  The catalog provides a list of expendable items stocked in the Safety Supply Room, 
which is the mandatory source for these safety supplies for all Garrison Employees. 

 
     c.  Customers may request changes to items listed in the catalog or the addition of new 
items.  Any requests to change or add new items to the catalog are evaluated on the basis of 

hazard exposure, regulatory standards, feasibility, and facility limitations. 
 
     d.  Due to reduced operations, the Safety Office will no longer replenish Safety Store items 

that go to zero balance, with a few exceptions.  When this occurs, the Safety Office will update 
this catalog with mandatory source information under each item description for use by individ-
ual directorates to order these supplies using their own GPC cards.  The Safety Store will 
continue to stock a limited selection of first aid/AED supplies and basic eye, ear, and head pro-

tective equipment.   
 

7.  Customer Procedures: 

  
     a.  Supplies in the Safety Supply Room are issued to individual employees.  Supplies are not 
issued in bulk quantities for distribution to other employees.   

 
     b.  All Garrison military personnel and civilian employees with a valid CAC card are author-
ized to draw safety supplies from the Safety Supply Room.  A CAC card is necessary to estab-

lish a customer account at the Safety Supply Room and for all subsequent “purchases”. 
 
     c.  The Safety Office uses an off-the-shelf automated retail supply system to account for 

stocked items, customer accounts, and supply management of the Safety Supply Room.  A 
customer’s CAC card is required to draw items from the Safety Supply Room.  Receipts for 
purchases include the identification of the customer based on their CAC card bar code, as well 
as all of the safety items issued. 

 
8.  The Safety Supply Room is also used to support Automated External Defibrillators (AED) 
covered by the West Point Public Access Defibrillation (PAD) Program.  Authorized customers 

(licensed health care professionals, Athletic Trainers, first responders, and CPR/AED instruc-
tors) may sign out AED trainers, AED mannequins, and expendable supplies (mouth shields, 
disinfectant wipes, etc.) required for employee APR/AED training.  Batteries, electrode pads, 

and response kit components are also maintained in the event an AED is used and replacement 
is required.  Contact Safety Office at extension 3717 for guidance on obtaining replacement 
parts.  Do not bring an AED to the Safety Office until after you call and are given instructions.  

 
9. Funding.  The Safety Supply Room is a centrally funded item in the West Point Safety  
Office annual budget program.  Garrison activities should include funds for safety items includ-

ed in the Safety Supply Room Catalog in their 1-N list budget program.
